DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 2-5, filed 7/2/2009, with respect to the 1 03(a) 
rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103(a) rejection of 
claims 1-20 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claim features of the application in question deal with a system of copiers and a 
server that performs image processing of the image data from the copiers. A copier in 
the system stores an apparatus ID and when the copier sends a job to an information 
processing apparatus for processing, the copier sends the job to be output, the 
apparatus ID of the sending apparatus and the destination apparatus for the job to go 
after being processed with the job. Next, the information processing apparatus 
transmits a job to the destination apparatus. After the job is sent to the destination 
copier, the system checks to see if the destination copier is the same as the transfer 
source copier that transmitted the job to the information processing apparatus. 
Depending on what device receives the print job, the system will cause the actuation of 
an output limitation setting means, which allows for printing in the system based on 
certain limitations. 
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When reviewing the arguments of the Applicant in the After-Final Amendment, 
the Examiner considered the Applicant's arguments persuasive in terms of the last 
reference, Saito '101, stating that the reference did not perform the allowable feature of 
having a copier that receives a job to determine whether or not if the copier is the same 
copier that transmitted the job to the information processing apparatus for processing. 
The Examiner searched to see if this feature was taught in the currently held prior art 
and other prior art. The Examiner could not find any prior art that read on the feature of 
disclosing whether the receiving destination printer determines if it is the same as the 
printer that transmitted a job to a server to be transmitted to a destination device. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
